e Wilson moved to a discussion of Thrive by Five’s work, including the DC Safe Sleep
Education and Outreach Project and the 2021 National Maternal & Infant Health Summit

o Safe Sleep: Both survey and focus group participants shared barriersto safe sleep
and recommendations for safe sleep promotion in the District. There are a number
of safe sleep engagement opportunities in the coming months, including Maternal
Mondays, virtual sessions, giveaways, and a safe sleep short form podcast.

o Summit: This year’s Summit kickoff will include virtual and in-person options on
Wednesday, September 15%. Summit programming will include a pre-Summit
discussion series, mainstage panels, community spaces for attendees, virtual
breakout sessions, and a virtual expo. Additional information available at
dcmaternalhealth.com.

e Carlie Fisherow, Office of the Deputy Mayor for Education, and Sara Mead, OSSE
Department of Early Learning, shared updatesabout back to school and return to child
care.

o DC Health has revised their guidance for child care facilities August 11 and
school facilities August 20, including revised mask requirements.

o Schools have additional asymptomatic and symptomatic testing and contract
tracing support.

o Some child care facilities have been open throughout the pandemic, but additional
families will return to care at the beginning of the school year. DC government
does not require providers to be vaccinated, but child development facilities are
small businesses that can make the best decision for their staff and families they
serve.
